INTRODUCTION 



The Edwin Babcock Holden Collection of engravings, prin- 
cipally Americana, is the most important of its kind that has ever been 
offered for sale. Its most complete single division is the unrivaled 
collection of engraved portraits of George Washington. 

The past decade has witnessed the dispersal of three very important 
similar collections: the Dr. Charles E. Clark, the Hampton L. Carson, 
and the James T. Mitchell collections. 

The Holden Collection exceeds any one of these in the number of 
individual prints, in the variations and states, and in the number of 
excessively rare, unusiially important and unique items. On the basis 
of the Baker Washington numbers, it has a larger percentage than any 
of them. It is important also to notice that Mr. Holden was very par- 
ticular to have prints in the finest possible condition; and, although he 
never missed an opportunity to secure a rare item, he was constantly 
striving to improve impressions where it was possible. In consequence, 
the collection is further noteworthy for the unusually fine condition of 
almost every important item. 

Mr. Baker, writing in 1880, speaks of the Dexter Collection as being 
the most important in point of numbers and value of any he had 
examined. This collection was purchased many years ago by Mr. 
Holden; and this nucleus formed by a professional printseller, with 
all the knowledge and experience that a long business career gave Mr. 
Elias Dexter, has been intelligently and enthusiastically added to by 
private purchases and large selections from the three great collections 
already mentioned. 

Mr. Holden, although a comparatively young man at the time of his 
death, had begun collecting at so early a period, that prints that are 
to-day well nigh unobtainable could then be purchased by any one with 
the requisite knowledge and taste. Mr. Holden's education and environ- 
ment, and his love for the history of his country, supplied the impulse. 
A graduate of Columbia College, a President of the Grolier Club, and 
a cultured gentleman of winning manners, he was on very intimate 
and friendly terms with all those whose professional and private inter- 
ests were in line with his own tastes. His generosity, where mer- 



chandise that appealed to him was concerned, was well known; and he 
had better opportunities than any collector in his specialty, as his 
personality made him a favorite with all dealers. 

Mr. Hart's Catalogue of the Engraved Portraits of Washington, 
the preparation of which Mr. Holden materially aided by advice and 
assistance, is used for the first time in any important collection. The 
Baker numbers, however, have also been given for the benefit of such 
collectors as are not supplied with the far more complete work. The 
constant repetition of " not in Baker " will show the importance of the 
later catalogue. 

The prints not in Hart are described in the order and place in 
which they should be entered by collectors in the Hart catalogue; and 
where numbers are added, they are in parentheses. Where differences 
from Hart's descriptions appear they may be accepted as exact. Many 
of the Washingtons are the identical ones described by Hart, and most 
of the originals reproduced in his catalogue are from this collection. 
This is the first really important sale of Washingtons that has ever . 
taken place in this city. 

Mr. Holden's collection of the engraved portraits of Benjamin 
Franklin is far superior to any known, and second only to the Wash- 
ington in the interest and enthusiasm he displayed in forming it. 

Mr. Holden was one of the earliest collectors to methodically inter- 
est himself in engraved views of New York City. In point of value, 
this is probably the most important division of his treasures. It 
includes almost all the well-known and sought-for rarities ; and con- 
tains a very large number of unique items of early date and great 
importance. 

This portion of the collection will probably be of far greater general 
interest than any other one department. The marked increase of 
interest manifested within the past few years by local buyers who are 
not interested in any other subjects, and who in a general way do not 
consider themselves collectors, will probably be responsible for keen 
competition, as no such opportunity on so tremendous a scale has ever 
been afforded. 

The other divisions will not be dwelt on here through lack of space, 
but will be found in their proper places in the catalogue. Many of 
them are fully as important from the collector's standpoint as those 
mentioned. 

The catalogue has been compiled with great care, and with no other 
motive than a fair presentation of actual conditions. All of the prints 
are perfect, unless otherwise stated; and even imperfections, so slight 
that they would not be mentioned in an ordinary catalogue, are pur- 



posely noted. Where prints are described as being printed in colors, 
the statement may be accepted without hesitation. 

All prints are accurately and faithfully described, but owing to the 
enormous size of the catalogue the notes are few and terse, but any 
information desired will be given. The repetition of such words as 
fine, scarce, immaculate, and other even stronger adjectives, is fully 
justified by the merits of the individual items. 

Mr. Holden's sound judgment and varied artistic interests, exercised 
over a period of twenty years, could hardly fail to produce such results, 
where each item was intelligently selected; and the collector, doubtful 
of his own judgment, cannot do better than to profit by Mr. Holden's 
perfect taste. The collection is a fitting monument to his discriminating 
ability, which marks an epoch in the history of American collecting. 

Unforeseen delays, which would have prevented the catalogue appear- 
ing this season, necessitated the assistance of Mr. Oscar Wegelin, on 
the books ; Mr. Charles De Forest Burns, on the autographs ; and 
Messrs. Ferdinand Meder and Fitz Roy Carrington, on nearly nine 
hundred lots at the end of the catalogue. 

The limited time at his disposal is responsible for many typographical 
errors, for which the compiler asks indulgence. 

For convenience the measurements are given in sixteenths, written 
decimally. Thus : a rectangle eight and one half by six and three 
quarter inches would be indicated by 8.8. x 6.12.

DEEDS AND DOCUMENTS 



1748 Document (in Dutch) signed by Peter Stuyvesant, May 15, 
1664, granting to Thomas Lambertsen a portion of land lying 
in the Wallabout, Long Island, also signed by Cornelius Van 
Ruijven, and further endorsed in confirmation of this grant by 
Matthias Nicolls, 15th February, 1666.

This interesting and valuable document is written across two 
quarto pages of stout paper, and bears the seal in fine condition. 
Starting with the description of Peter Stuyvesant as the High 
and Mighty Lord General of the United Netherlands, it states 
that the said Peter Stuyvesant, together with the Lords Pro- 
prietors of the Chartered West India Company, has granted this 
land, and locates it as being bounded by the estates of Jan 
Laurens (John Lawrence) and Michael Hansen. 
Thomas Lambertsen was a prominent early New Amsterdam 
merchant, his name often appearing in the Dutch Court Records ; 
he is also described in an old document as having a residence 
by the Waterside in the City. Michael Hansen was also promi- 
nent in the early annals, he being the only survivor in Pavonia 
(Jersey City) of the Indian Massacre of Sept., 1655. John 
Lawrence was a famous Long Island merchant, having a pri- 
vate residence in the High St., New Amsterdam. 
Being an Englishman, on Sir Richard Nicholls' capture of the 
City he was made an Alderman ; and when Thomas Willett was 
nominated as the first Mayor of New York, Lawrence was also 
nominated as an alternative candidate. Cornelius Van Ruijven 
was Secretary to Peter Stuyvesant, also to the Supreme Council, 
and later was also a Burgomaster and Alderman. Matthias 
Nicolls was a Captain under Sir Richard Nicholls, and was 
appointed by the latter the First English Secretary of the Prov- 
ince of New York. The " Duke's Laws " — the first code of 
English Laws in New York — was mainly written by him. 
Sir Richard Nicholls conquered the City in August, 1664, so 
that this document antedates that event by only a few months. 
(From the Peter Gilsey collection, sold February 27, 1903, 
whence the above description is taken.)

It is the duty of Congress to be as full and explicit in their 
requisitions as the public exigencies are great and pressing, and 
they are confident that the Citizens of these States are not more 
desirous to be informed of their affairs than they are ready and 
willing to afford the most vigorous assistance. It is unnecessary 
to mention our embarrassments, they are known to you; to the 
means of relieving them we wish your attention. 

The whole of the monies due on the Quotas of taxes to the first 
of March last, are become of immediate and indispensable neces- 
sity. Numerous debts have accumulated on .the publick depart- 
ments, and justice requires they should be forthwith discharged. 
Large sums are also requisite for the purposes of transportation 
and to continue the purchases of supplies for the Army until 
the States are prepared to furnish them. On these Quotas 
draughts are now making and must continue to be made to the 
whole amount, nor can a doubt be admitted of their being punc- 
tually answered. If any State should be unprepared if the Col- 
lections are incomplete; not a moment is to be lost — Delay will 



be disappointment, and may involve consequences too interest- 
ing, too fatal to be hazarded. Should the public operations 
through languor and inattention be retarded and stopped, should 
those exertions which have hitherto rendered this contest conspic- 
uous to the World be intermitted; the fairest prospects and the 
most promising occasion may be irretrievably lost. Urge there- 
fore the instant execution of every measure which has been 
adopted and the speedly adoption of such as yet remain to be 
taken. 

The specific supplies, required by the resolutions of the 25 th 
of February last, will forthwith become matter of equal urgency 
and Importance. These must be relied on in future as the prin- 
cipal, not to say the only resource from which the Army is to 
be supported. From the obvious propriety of adopting the mode 
there described, as best suited to the ease and convenience of the 
respective States ; as making a Just apportionment of the Bur- 
thens of the War; and as necessary for correcting abuses in the 
expenditure of publick money; Congress have the fullest con- 
fidence that the measure will be approved and successful and, by 
seasonably and amply providing for the Army, enable them to 
Act and co-operate as circumstances may require with Vigour 
and decision through the ensuing Campaign. 

The resources of our Country even after a five Years obstinate 
and wasting war, are still abundant, and in Articles the most 
essential scarcely impaired. The spirit of the people is free to 
produce them; all that is wanting is an established medium of 
negotiation to be applied in effecting it. Such, we are firmly 
persuaded will be secured by a proper attention to the resolu- 
tion of the 18 th of March last, from which as the object is not 
confined to the purchase of publick supplies only, but extends to 
the various transactions of the Community, the most extensive 
benefits may be justly expected. 

The Crisis calls for exertion; much is to be done in a little 
time, and every motive that can stimulate the mind of Man, pre- 
sents itself to view. No period has occurred in this long and 
glorious struggle, in which indecision could be so destructive; 
and, on the other hand, no conjuncture has been more favorable 
to great and deciding efforts. 

We detain you no longer than to mention the necessity of early 
and frequent Communications on the subjects of this address, 
and to remind you how much they contribute on all occasions, 
to the success of arrangements for the public safety.

— She also mentioned that Mr. Clingman had several 
anonymous notes addressed to her husband, which, she be- 
lieved were from M r Hamilton (which we have) with an en- 
dorsement " from Secretary Hamilton Esq." in Mr. Reynold's 
handwriting: — that M r Hamilton offers her his assistance to go 
to her friends ; which he advised : — that he also advised her, that 
husband should leave the parts, never to be seen here again ; and, 
in which case, he would give something clever. That she was 
satisfied, this wish for his departure did not proceed from 
friendship to him, but upon account of his threat, that he could 
tell something that would make some of the Heads of depart- 
ments tremble. — That M r Wadworth had been active in her 
behalf, first, at her request; but, in her opinion, with the 
knowledge and communication of M r Hamilton, whose friend, 
he professed to be: — that he had been at her house yesterday, 
and mentioned to her that two Gentlemen of Congress had been 
to the jail to confer with her husband; enquired, if she knew 
what they went for, observed, he knew, M r Hamilton had ene- 
mies who would try to prove some speculation on him, but 
when enquired into, he would be found immaculate; to which, 
she replied, she rather doubted it, — We saw, in her possession, 
two notes; one in the name of- Alexander Hamilton, of the 
sixth of December, and the other, signed " I. W.," purporting 
to have been written yesterday; both expressing a desire to 
relieve her. She denied any recent communication with Mr. 
Hamilton, or that she had received any money of him today.

Notwithstanding all the fatigue and trouble I have in exert- 
ing myself in the above different branches of Duty I should 
not at this time have resigned had I not in a manner been 
superceded by a younger officer being putt over me. altho the 
burden of acting in so many different capacities is too much 
for my constitution, and nothing but the necessaties of the 
time could induce me to retain more than one office. I make no 
doubt the Councill will consider my situation, and accept of this 
my Resignation of Commander of this Regiment, which I the 



more readier conceive they will if they advert to the former 
Militia Law which was founded upon every Man's fealings of 
honor, that no officer was obliged to continue service if a younger

From the bottom of my heart I wish you had selected an- 
other. If it may be given to me to exert, among my fellow-men, 
any influence for good, let it be in a private station. . . . And 
yet I could not satisfy myself if, at the present moment, I failed, 
at any sacrifice of personal feeling, and assume a post where 
when I was encouraged to hope I might be of service in the cause 
of Human Liberty.

The very barriers of Freedom are there 
altered. Statesmen, scholars, writers, speakers, once its uncom- 
promising professors, have become the professors of compromise. 
A hideous, Heaven-defying bill, introduced by a Senator from 
South Carolina, avowedly for the recapture of fugitive slaves, 
but endangering the liberty of freemen, has received countenance 
at Washington, & even here in Boston. The great Ordinance of 
Freedom, once considered an essential safeguard to the territo- 
ries has been resented; by some as unconstitutional; by others 
as unnecessary. Slavery, which is the sum of all injustice & all 
wrong- — which includes every outrage to man or property, as the 
greater includes the less — is prolonged in the Capital of our 
National Union, by virtue of National laws ; nor is any sufficient 
effort made to remove it. . . . Reaction must be stayed. The 
Federal Government, everywhere within its proper constitutional 
sphere, must be placed on the side of Freedom. . . . The Fed- 
eral Government must learn to speak for Freedom, as it has 
spoken for Slavery. The Slave-Power, which is the fruitful 
parent of National ills, must be driven from its supremacy. 
Until all this is done, the friend of the Constitution & of Human 
Bights cannot cease from constant devoted labors ; Nor can the 
country hope for any repose, but the repose of submission. It 
is not uncommon to hear persons declare that they are against 
Slavery & are willing to unite in any practical effort to make 
this opposition felt. At the same time they visit with condem- 
nation, with reproach or contempt the earnest souls that for 
years have striven in this struggle. To such I would say, if you 
are sincere in what you declare; if your words are not merely 
lip-service; if in your hearts you are entirely willing to join 
in any practical efforts against Slavery, then, by your lives, by 
your conversation, by your influence, by your votes — disregard- 
ing " the ancient forms of party strife " — seek to carry the prin- 
ciples of Freedom into the Federal Government, every where 
that its jurisdiction is acknowledged, and that its power can be 
felt. Thus, without any interference of the states,' which are 
beyond the jurisdiction, may you help to erase the blot . . . 



from our National brow, & instead thereof plant the lumi- 
nous ensigns of Freedom. To every laborer in a cause like 
this there are satisfactions unknown to the common political 
partizan. Amidst all apparent reverse notwithstanding the 
hatred of enemies, or the coldness of friends he has the happy 
consciousness of duty done. . . . Others may speak of the Past 
as secure, Under the laws of a beneficent God, the Future also 
is secure on the single condition that we labor for its great 
objects.
